expenses of m aintaining the Board are not 
heavy, but that is not a point which enters 
into the queition. 
No m aiter whether the 
cost is $100 or $5,000, the B n rd should 
no t exists unless it is of some special 
benefit to the State. 
It is the business of the members of the 
Legislature to inquire into this m atter, to 
ascertain, if possible, what good the Board 
has done—a detailed statement will bo in ­ 
teresting—and whether there is a field for 
its 
operations.

neglected, and 
there should de no hesitation to abolish 
the Board od account of political frieods, I 
it is ot no service to the State. The mem­ 
bers of the Board are excellent men, but 
this should not spare them ii they eau 
reader the State no good service in an 
organiaed capacity.

Twenty Years Ago. 
From the New York Times, Dec, 2. 
Just twenty years ago this day (Tues­ 
day, December 2) old lobo 
Brown, ot 
O&awattcmie, was hanged a t Charlestown, 
Virginia, after trial and conviction tor in­ 
vading that State—with twenty m eu—for 
the purpose of liberating slaves. 
His exe­ 
cution was unquestionably one at the most 
memorable executions that have occurred 
lo history. It produced a profund im pres­ 
sion throughout this country and Europe, 
and did much to make John Brown one ot 
the foremost figures of the Western world. 
He was the sixth in descent from Peter 
Brown, a carpenter and a Puritan, oqc of 
m e sturdy band that reached Ply mon th 
on the Mayflower. 
Born at Torrington, 
Connecticut, in 1300, hi* lr'h er removed to 
Ohio when he was a child, ,and from 15 to 
20 ho worked there as a tanner and cur­ 
rier. 
He was made an Abolitionist and 
led to delare eternal war against slavery, 
when a mere lad, by seeing the abuse 
heaped upon a negro boy, a slave, of his 
own age, by a man whose hospitality bu 
was 
sharing. 
He 
conceived, 
as 
early 
as 
1839, 
the 
plau 
of freeing the Southern slaves, and he nev­ 
er rested until he had undertaken the rash 
expedition which resulted in his death. He 
became generally known ie 1350 by the 
active part he played in Kansas against j let us show yon good goods, 
the Border Ruffians, as the pro-slavery 
Mt&saurians were then designated. 
His 
abolitionism was intensified there by the 
killing of his son Frederick by Rev. Mar­ 
tin White, who led the pro-slavery party, 
and who, after boasting ot his deed in the 
Lecompton Legislature, was found dead on 
the prairie with a bullet through his heart. 
Nothing could have been more foolhardy 
than Brown’s “invasion” of Virginia with 
a handful of men, but with twenty follow­ 
ers he seized H arper’s Ferry, a n i took 
forty prisoners.

The Catholics in the United States. 
From the Utica (N. Y.) Herald. 
A remarkable article In the December 
number of the North American Review 
Kicks to raise an alarm in the United 
States over the rapid growth oi the Rom­ 
an Catholic sect in UU® country. It is 
written by J a rn* a f^nthoDy Froude, the 
distinguished English historian, whose 
reputation a® a careful and contcieniious 
Historic^ writer has been well established 
by hi® history of the rcigu of Queen Eliz- 
aueth and h»« history cl Ireland. In the 
present instance Mr. Froude seems to us 
to have jumped at conclusions not war- 
ianted even by his own statement of the 
tacts—a statement which in several in­ 
stances is not a fair one. Mr. Froude’a 
general proposition is that the Catholic 
Unurch is Indexing in the United States 
much faster than any other denomination 
that the church has already become strong 
enough to be a political power in many 
localities in this country; that ii is a church 
radically hostile to Republican institution 
la its teachings and government; and that 
it represents a c mpact, well organized 
and aggressive element in American soci­ 
ety, which is a distinct, uuassimilaling, 
antagonistic element. The communicants 
of the Catholic church in this country, 
according to Mr. Froude, invariably place 
their church above their Government, ann 
by tluir universal recognition of the Ci­ 
tramontane theory of the supremacy of the 
Pope to all temporal Government, espouse 
a doctrine wbicn, if they should ever be­ 
come strong enough to carry it into prac­ 
tical operation, would be fatal lo Repub­ 
lican institutions on this continent. 
'The 
dream of the Citramontane!},'' says Mr. 
Froude, “that the Pope will soon exercise 
a3 complete an authority in the United 
{States as Gregory VII. eyer exercised in 
Eur< pc. is scarcely more preposterous or 
impossible of realization than the state ut 
things which actually .exists would have 
seemed lo the grandfathers of the present 
geiHTn.tion.” Finally he alerts that there 
is a general and growing alarm among the 
P riest al is of the United Alalia over the 
state of facts here indicated. 
Mr. Froude is certainly mistaken in thi 
latter assertion. The fact that he has dis 
covered an anonymous book, written some 
lime since in New York, from which he 
seems to have taken the cue tor his paper, 
is not any evidence of such a alate ol 
alarm. It is rather the evidence of th 
absence of such an alarm.; for the book 
from which Mr. F ro lic quotes so copiously 
has excited poi the slightest attention 
hitherto in Vats country. 
But I* there sufficient reason for such 
an alarm, even it it does not exist I* Mr. 
TroudUs statistics and data fall significant 
ly short of establishing it. 
lie puts the 
to a1 number of Catholics lathe country at 
G,500,COO, which is less than onc-seyenth 
of the total population, and he accompan­ 
ies the figures with 
the extraordinary 
statement that the Catholic Church is the 
“largest single religious common t / in the 
United Stales.” 
This is extraordinary 
because ii is false. There are at least three 
Protestant denominations which exceed 
Catholics in number of their c a g re a ­ 
tions, the Lumber of .their religious edi­ 
fices and the total sittings contained in the 
latter. The sittings alone in the various 
Methodist churches of the United States 
largely exceed the total Catholic popula­ 
tion ut the United Stales, counting every 
man, woman aLd child. Weare compelled 
to insist that Mr. Froude, by making a 
statement so palpably and demonstrably 
wrong, forfeits the right to a candid con­ 
sideration of the argument he Abases upon 
such a false statement. 
“lf the Catholics go on growing es they 
have been growing for the last twenty 
years, there will be 13.000,000 at the end of 
the century.” This is Mr. Froude’s basis 
for his alarm note.
